DUTIES. OF SCHOOL SUPERINTEND- 


ENTS. 


At ft quarterly meeting ot tho school su- 


perintendents, of this sf,ato, held at tho of- 
fice of Commissioner BiclrieH, 
JUDO llth, 


the following important suggestionsrelaltve 
to Kchool supcrvimon were presented by Su 
petintoiidcnt Keuyon of East Greenwich : 


';Xho superintendent of schools should be 


tho executive- officer o* tho school committoo 
p-id should receive fii.U instructions with re- 
gard fo the nature of his duftes from that 
body. His duties should bo not ouly adviso- 
ry but also authoritative under tho school 
committee, and ho should be endowed by 
thorn with the snmo direction, oversight end 
author! ly re.specting the schools of h;s charge 
aa a sapeilnlendeut in any other vocation 
receives from his superiors. He should learn 
the peculiarities and wants of every school ; 
should be a member of the board for the ex- 
amination of teachers, and bo present at 
their sessions. 


The superintendent should visit all the 


schools trader his euro nenr tho beginning 
and close of ovciy teim.tmtl es much oftener 
as his presence is required or circumstances 
• i i i permit, and should pass KC least one ses- 


ion nt each visit, see that tho register is 
properly kept and correct returns are made. 
Ho should notice particularly tho deport.1! 
ineut of both teachers and pupils, the moth- 
ods of instruction and government pursued 
by tho former, and the manner of recitation 
of the latter, and make suitable suggestions 
in regard to (caching, morals or manners. 
If familiar \vith tho teachers' stylo, it would 
benefit the school for tho .superintendent to 
take cliErge of tho school and -conduct the 
recitations during tho period of his visit. 
"Whatever improvements or changes he may 
suggest, either in discipline or instructions, 
should bo carried put by tho teacher, and ho 
(mould bo responsible for their success or 


il»m. 
Ho, should be accessible to both teachers 


and parents at all times, for advice or direc- 
tion, and should bo nblo to decide promptly 
all questions respecting tho management of 
schools. 


Ho should inspect the condition of tho 


school house and its Rppurtnnces; if repairs 
are needed, it should be reported to tho 
trustee or school committee, nud evidence 
of defacement or uuclcatilinees should be re- 
ported to the teacher. 


The superintendent should see thnt there 


nro no gross infringements of the rules and 
regulations established by the school com- 
mittee. 


It should bo hi.s business lo correct every- 


thing which ho sees amiss in tho operation 
of the schools, and no member of the school 
committee should issue any order to con- 
flict with uis authority unless tbo same has 
been duly passed upon by that body. 
Ho 


should endeavor to promote public instruc- 
tion; project and arrange teacher's meet- 
ings, institutes nud other educational meet- 
ings within the limits of tho town and ad- 
vance tho diffusion of knowledge by every 
means in his power. 


DK. GRANT'S GILT-EDGE BUTTER. 
Another candidate for high honors i:i tho 


worthy effort to iucrep.se the world's (supply 
of good butter is Dr. A. H. , Grant, who i» 
described by an appreciative correspondent 
as "Georgian by birth, a New Engianacr by 
mm ridge, n physician by profession, a scien- 
tist by nature, ft nobleman in hospitality, 
a student enriched by foreign cvlture and 
travel, and withal a limn with a decided 
penchant for farming." Whether ho expects 
to have "this and Heaven too" we are not 
informed, but wo are in possession of somo 
interesting particulars couceioing his dairy 
farm, which is called "Longview," is located 
at Enfield in Connecticut, and is a compact 
homestead of 1">"> acres, well watered, 
and 


especially adapted to grass and grazing. The 
number of his cows is not given, but most 
of them have royal names. They are care- 
fully stabled tied with ropes about tho neck 
bedded with sand on a plank floor, curded 
dfrily, and their udders sponged before etch 
milking. Every dairy virtue is in voguo 
here, and the greatest of them a'l is clear M- 
ncss. Tho

pared 
in n large sfonin-chest of a capac- 


ity of about six cubic feet, with' mbber 
packings around the lid: into this ^00 bush- 
els chopped liny nud stalks mixed with 4 
bushels of corn meal and S of wheat bran 
are turned in at ft time: About fiO gallons of 
wntor are added nnd tho sfenm from nn en- 
gine fiOO feet distant, "Drought through under- 
ground iron pipes laid in cement, is let on 
twice a weak. It takes from 10 to 15 hours 
to cook a box foM, but the engine it used 
for pumping, grinding, chma'ng, washing, 
etc. besides. Each cow is suppled twice ft 
day with ft bushel of the mixture nt a time, 
nnd long hay when more feed is uteded. 
Tho milk goes to a spring house, the water 
of which is kept at the light temperature in 
Winter by a novel and ingoinous eirnngc- 
niout of pipe coils from the engine. 
CyMn- 


drical tin-pails 20 inches deep are used for 
setting; iliflso are lowered into the water for 
hnlf au hour, or until the animal heat is ex- 
pelled, and then drawn up by pulleys and 
suspended over the water for 3(1 to 48 hours. 
Tho cream is then removed with a finincl- 
shapcd skimmer, which after being dipped 
in water to prevent sticking is lowered into 
tho pails and the cream mshcs over its edge. 


Tho churn is a clean-washed white oak of 


tho old dasher sort; a steam attRchmont is 
applied, strokes avo 19 par minute, which, 
when tho cream is liO degrees, brings tho 
butter in an hour. 
As soon as tho butter 


granulations appear a, few quarts of cold 
water are poured into the chum; tho butter 
is worked on ft oak table with an octagon 
lover; tho bare hand never touches it; salt 
is incorporated according to tns'e; 
tbo 


buttor is then placed in a close lirkin and 
deposited in tho spring room to bo cooled 
and reworked into balls the following (lay, 
moisture being 
absorbed 
by a Kpongo 


wrapped in ft Hnoa napkin. Tbo product 
last year was about 4,000 pounds, nil sold to 
one dealer in the neighboring village, nnd 
itfioems in a fair way to bo in demand in 
more distant regions.— [N. Y. Tribune.

A CODLING MOTH. — Prof. 
JLtoal, of the 


Michigan Agricultural College communicates 
some experiments tried Inst year in destroy- 
ing the coding moth. Ho nays: 
''About 


tlie 10th of -Time last year nud Iho year bo- 
fore, (ho trunks and larger limbs of the trees 
were well scraped and nibbed with, soft 
soap to kill the eggs aud young of the 
Bcrcrp. As soon a;; the apples were the size 
of snails' eggs, bauds wore put about the 
bearing tree. The bauds were mado of 
thick, coarse paper of two or thi'cee Ihick- 
ucas, making a strip ns wide as tho iinud. 
Thcsa were wrapped about the Iree and 
secured by n carpet, tnek Kluck in half its 
length. Some woolen clolh hands were 
used. 
We like them the best. They were 


tnkou off aud examined, aud tho lamy 
killed, every week or ton day?.

log from at least one piece a good crop. 
My practice is to plow deep in the Spring, 
manure, and plow in lightly from the 1st tc 
the 10th of August, immediataly sow and 
harrow well. With this treatment I hare 
not failed to receive from thirty to siitj 
fold, and that too on my poorest land. From 
a single spear raised thin season, that I bad 
room to develop, I shelled pud counted 3, 
C0.1 perfect keiaels. 
About three fourths 


of a bushel should be sowed to eu acre, un- 
less the ground-is rich, or to be highly man- 
ured, when one half a bushel will be batter.
